The ex­ 
plosive issue is Inclusion of the Dutch troops in 
the constabulary during a transition period while 
a native government takes charge. H aving offered 
their good officea aa mediators, the British may 
be able to halt hoetllitlee, for it ie a war which 
m ay do vast damage to both side*. 


The Dutch, eating their colonial empire dis­ 
integrating, might well look to the British situa­ 
tion in the Far East. Tha British know the day 
of colonial empires and native exploitation is 
over and have made great concessions In India.

A 
YEAR ago, Jam es M. fa in an­ 
nounced a plan to monopolize 
thn writing of America as Mr. Pe- 
trillo has succeeded in monopoliz­ 
ing the music cif this country. 
The Caln Pla/n proposed a cen ­ 
tralized authority or represent all 
American writers, except those in 
dally Journalism, in their business 
dealings 
with 
publishers, 
editors 
and 
the 
radio 
and 
motion 
pic­ 
tures 
industries. 
No 
distinction 
wa* made between the specialized 
problems of tile screen writer, who 
is usually a salaried employee, and 
tile problems of free-lance writers, 
poets, n ovelists or the author of 
a textbook. T h e schem e made the 
writers of this country subject to 
a single authoritarian body. 
T he (lain Plan was opposed ef­ 
fectively by all writers all over 
the country, particularly bv those 
who organized the American W rit­ 
ers Association.

Coal Tar Derivative Proves 


Its Worth During Tests 


By Th# U nited Pre*#. 
KEW YORK, July 23—A labora­ 
tory in Brooklyn la working at top 
speed these days turning out a new 
drug th at some experts say# may 
be the answer to hay fever. 
A coal tar derivative it is call­ 
ed anthallan. Its makers contend 
the drug is effective w hether or 
not a person’s hay fever is attribu­ 
table to an allergy. 
The drug, which is difficult to 
manufacture, will be available to 
at least 5<d; OOO Americans this hay 
fever season, Dr, W alter Neumann, 
president of the Medico-Chemical 
Corp. of America, said. It just 
can’t be made fast enough this 
year to take care of all the five 
million hay fever victims in the 
United States, he said. 
Dr. Neumann said the drug al­ 
ready has passed numerous clinical 
trials, including tests a t the Co­ 
lumbia 
University 
Presbyterian 
Hospital Medical Center and the 
Umatilla (Ore.) Ordinance Depot. 
Dr. Neumann, a native of Ham 
burg who came to this country for 
the first time in 1911, said that 
anthallan was developed by Prof. 
W alter S. Loewe, now of the Uni­ 
versity of Utah. Many years were 
epent in research and experiments 
on anim als before the drug was 
used on humans. It has no bad ef­ 
fect*, and particularly does not 
cause 
drowsiness 
as 
do 
some 
agents, Dr. Neumann said. 
The derivatives used in the m ak­ 
ing of the drug are ehloroacetal. 
gallic acid and dibutylamino, Dr. 
Neumann said. It is a complex 
process, he added. 
Dr. Neumann said that Retakes 
anthallan a few days to show bene­ 
ficial results, but that the clinical 
studies have shown that the drug 
has a "persistent lasting effect".
